Tho’ private Confiderations and the Circumftan- 

_ces of aur Affiirs, oblige us to live Abroad, we are 
till Englifhmen, tho’ we have chang’d the Air, we 

have not forgot our Duty, or loft our AffeGion to 
our Covatry ; and it'is with no fall Mortification 
that we fee the Britifo Trade fo changed here from 
what it was before the Treaty of Hancver. 

Before that uever to be fosgotten Treaty, we 
often faw 3,or 400 Britif) Ships here at once, maily 
of them ftout Fregats, that did us Honour, and 
commanded Refpeét to dur Nation. Thefe Fregats 
were always freighted for the Afediterranean or Le- 
vant by Dutch M tchants, who thought their Goods 
{afer in Egglifh Bottoms, under the fingle Prote@ion 
of a Pafs, tha in their own 50 Gun Ships, and that 

it was ¢ ¢aper to freight our Ships, than to fit out 

their owa for Fighting and Trading. This was 

their Cafe before the Peace that was made for them 

with the Algerines, aboot the Time the States Ge- 
meral acceded to the Treaty of Hanover. 

’ Thos many of on Sailors got Bread, when any 

Stagnation in other Branches of Trade, left ao Bu; 


fincfs at Home, the Captains of thofe Fregats got 
handfome Fortones onder the Durch, tofpend at 
Leifure in England, for none of them fetticd here. 
Our Shipwrights, &c. got alfo gocd Bread, who, [ 
fear, are now but flenderly enough employed, But 
this is not all: 

Ip the Placaert publifked by the States in 1652, 
for fecuring the Adediterranean Trade, it was o1de- 
red, That no Ship fhould go into that Sea vader 
180 Cafts Burden, 24 Guns of 4 Pound Ball, and 50 
Men; That they fhould not fil under 2 tog-ther, 
tobe in a Condition to oppofe the Barbary Rovers ; 
That ia theic Réturn, they fhould wait for one a- 
nother at Vinice, Zante, Leghorn, and return in a 
Body to Holland. This made their Voyages very 
tedious, their Profits were ate up by Seamens Wa- 
B¢S, Provifions,@&c. Notwithftaading all thefe Pre- 
cautions, and that, finding their Ships too weah, 
they huilcthem ftronger, and mounted ’em wirh 
40 or 50 Guns; yet all did not fave them from the 
Moors ; and nothing was more common than to fe 
poor Womer hegging Money from Door to Door, 
to relieve their Husbands, @&c. from Slavery. But 
the Cafe is now quite altered 5 every Cobler trades 
tothe Levant, and the Dutch rival,*if not out-do 
us, in this Trade, fince the Peace with th’ Algerines, 
whereig before they never had any Hopes of equal- 


* ling us, even tho’ they fell at left on the Method of 


freighting our Ships. Whether it was the Intereft 
of Britain to let her Ships and Seamen be employ'd 
that way, I fhall not fay ; but I'm pretty fire, thas 
the Dutch Trade to the Levant was not near fo pre- 

judicial to her, as the way they now carry it on. 
In ftead of our beautiful tall Ships which made 
once a Figure here, we hardly fee any thing but a 
few Colliers, and Scots or Jrifh Barques, who come 
rather to Smaggle than Trade. TheCargo thefe 
Barques bring over, are of very little Advantage 
to Britain, and fome of them, I believe, very de- 
trimental toher; but what they carry back, may 
perhaps require your Attention. "Tis a Cuftom 
for feveral Scots Barks to clear out hence for Mor. 
way, tho’ I believe they never gothere, the Meag. 
ing isplain, and we may guefs what Merchandice 
they carry: If Velvets, Brocades, rich Silks, fine 
é‘ Laces, 
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Laces, &c. are not foproper for a Seots as an Eng- 


lifh Markee, yet they may be Rus upon us, tothe 
Deitru@ion of our own fair Traders and Manu fac- 
turers 5 which has not a little contributed totheir 
Misfortunes This Praétice, if only lookt.ipto,will 
make a great Hole inthe Balance of L. 1,300,000, 
which th’ Author of The Importance of the Offend Com- 
pany confidered, roundly afierts we draw yearly by 
our Trade with Aeland.

The Jrife Barques are {till more pernicious to us 
than the Scots. Mr. Fanicon, Author of The prefent 
State of the Republic of the United Provinces, publith’d 

lait Year, fays the Dutch drive a far greater Trade 
with Ireland than Scotland; where they fend all. Sere 
of Holland, printed Linen, wrought Silk, Laces, 
Spiceries, Drugs, dying Stuffs, Delft Ware, Lint- 
feed, Flax, @&c. ‘They-take fromdreland, Frizes, 
MRateens, coarfe Bags, Hides and Tallow, Stock- 
ings, Sailors Caps, very few of which are.worn io 
Holland ;, fo that the Balance of Trade muft.furely 
‘be againft theuJrifh, it they have not another.avay to 
fave themfelves. The Dutch 4 Years ago ‘laid an 
exorbitant Duty of 16.G. 15 St. on every 300 Wr, 
of Jrifh Butter, which almoft is a Prohibition ; and 
.2 or 3 Years before they actually prohibite tie Im- 
portation of drfh Beef., which are conficerable Ar- 
ticles,of the Jrifh Trade. If the Dutzh did this, to 
force the /rifh to bring over great Quantities of 
their Wool to pay for the rick Goods they purchafe 
Ahere,, which their Cargoes sever cando, they did 
dike Men of Senfe and.gorid Patriots; for the Hol- 
Band Wool is good for Jivile, nor is there any: Quan- 
Aity of it; and without a Supply, theirflourifhing 
Manufactures at Leyden, &e, would foon go to Ru. 
in. That this was the View of the Dutch, | am 
well perfwaded; for-tho’ -they need mych greater 
Daanritics of Beef and Butter for their Ships than 
the Country affords, and that no ‘Nation can ferve 
Ahem more abyndantly, or cheaper than-thedrepp 
yet they chufeto takelive Cattle from Denmark or 
Fulend, and Butter from France, whereon-they lay 
shat tod. the Hundred Daty. Nothing then but 
theit Wool could. prevent the frifh Ratrby a Duroh 
Trade, or Couggliog into England, as they return 
jhome, the Goods.they buy here in Prejudice of aur 
Awa Manpfadures and Es/t dndia Company.

Roterdam drives alfo a ftrong Trade with Ireland, 
which has fent there 150 Sail yearly, loaden with 
the fame Merchandice ; for it is morally impoffible 
‘far the Dutch, without Britifh snd Irifh Weol, not- 
withftanding the supplies they get from Lubeck and 
other Places iu. Germany, to fturuifh the 20th Pare 
of the Manufsftures they fend to all Parts of the 
World. -If it be cbjefted, That the Dutch takea 
deal of .Cloths from us, with which they tradeto 
Foreign Markets; let us confider what Cloths they 
take, and whether it would not be more for our 
Intereft to prohibite their Exportation to.Holland, 
They take none of opr Cloths dy’d in one Colour, 
as Blacks, Scarlets, Blues, @e- tho’ Woollen Manu. 
fa&tures are the confiderableft Branch of the Dutch 
Trade to the Mediterranean aud Levant, where they 
fend Greens, Purples, Violets, Crimfons, Scarlets, 
@&<. caceied thither in vaft Quantities without Fear 
of the Algerines, or the Bxpence of freighting our 
Ships. And tho’ their Trade to Smirna and Cone 
frantinople is very great.in this Article ; yet ’twould 
be more fo in the latter Place, if the Englifh did 
not.fend too much of their own Manufa@ture there, 
This.is:lookt on asan unpardonable Crime in vs, 
which the Dutch can teke notice of.
